The American Bible Society reports receipts
during the year to the amount of 734,050 14,
It las printed during that time, in our coun-
try and in foreign lands, 1,240,318 volumes,

The American Howe Missionary Soclety
reports the receipt of $212 56043 during the
year. It has employed 8546 missionaries in
twenty-nine different States and Territories,

These items are sufficient to afford some
idea of the vast work that is being performed
by thess societies. And all this is sustained,
or has been built up in the past by voluntary
contributions, mainly in small amouunts., So
firmly established have these organizations
become in the confidence and affections of the
Christian publie, that their revenues from this
gource are as reliable almost as though ob-
tained from fixed investments. No argument
for the voluntary principle, as opposed to the
anion of Church and State, in religious
matters, conld be stronger than that which
is furnished by the activity, zeal, and pros-
perity of our American churches, and especi-
ally in connection with those great religious
and benevolept organizations which the Ameri-
can ochurches have built up. It is found that
the spontaneous liberality of Christinn men
and women, managing their own affaira in
churoh mattera, is a sounder and safer basis
to build upon than subsidies from Govern-
ment, or tithes wrung from an unwilling and
reluctant péople by the power of the civil
magistrate.

Faots, too, such as those brought out by the
reports above alluded to, are a sufficient com-
mentary upon the shallow and flippant eriti-
oiem of the aotivity and benevolence of the
Church, which is 80 often indulged in. Here
are organizations reaching all over our land,
and all over foreign lands, carrying light and
knowledge to the homes of millions who wonld
be reéached in no other way. The mass of the
gontributions which sustain this work come in
little sums, from here and thers and all over
the country, from donors whos#e names are
never heralded to the applause of men, who
‘seel no earthly reward, but who are actuated
by motives of Christian duty and benevolence
alope. Untll those who sneer at the Church
can point to & similar liberality on their part,
or any similar effort to do good to the masses
of the ignorant and needfof their fellow-men,
they should preserve a discreet and becoming

The Provisional Governments,
A rrrssvie i being brought to bear, it is said,
vpon the President, to induce him to restrain
the action of the military commanders of the
Bouthern Distriots with reference to the pro-
visional civil authorities now in existence
there. 'The rule of construction, it is urged,
ghould be in favor of the largest liberty to the
oitizen, and the least possible interference
with the civil and social affairs of the commu-
nity under the law; that a right construction
of these Reconstruction laws does not give the
military commander the power to depose elvil
offiers at will, and he has no authority to
appoint such officers; that under the recent
law, when it Is shown by the acts of the civil
officers that they are not executing, orlrefuse
10 exeoute the laws, the military sommander
may in some instanoces turn the subject to be
dealt with over to a military commission; that
the commander should confine himself strictly
within the letter of the law, and permit the
go-called “Provisional Governments' to go on
disposing of all matters heretofors belonging
to the funotions of State Governments, except
inso far as it is manifest that these ocivil
authorities absolutely confliot with or obstruct
the operstion of the Military or Reconstrue

tion laws. Buoh, it I8 olaimed, i the aplrit of

the Reconstrustion aot, and the obvious intent
of ita framers,

But snch was not the interpretation put
npon this law by its friends or its enomies at
the time of its passuge. It was intended to
give the military commanders fall powWer over
these “Provisional Governments,"” Thay have
no claim to sanctity whatever. They never
hiad an iota of legality, but are mera provisional
arrangements, existing by toleration. When-
ever they stand in the way of carrying out the
work of reconstruction, they should at onoe be
removed.,

MARYLAND CONVENTION, - The Btate Constitu.
tional Convention of Marylund yvastorday
agreed on a form of onth which declyres ulh:-
ginnce to the State of Maryland, and supports
the Constitution and laws thereof: giving trua
falth and alleglance to the United States.
Congtitution and the Government thareof as
the supreme law ot the land, any law or ordij-
nance of the State to the contrary notwith
standing. It further affirius that the taker of
the oath will, to the bost of his ability, protest
and defend the Udion ¢f the United States, and
not allow the same to be broken up, nor the
Government to be destroyed; and will at all

combinations having for their object such dis-
solution or destruction. The asction is not
retrospective and does not disfranchise any
